Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-10 and 38-48, drawn to a modeling of a configuration of 
components, classified in class 710, subclass 8. 

II. Claims 1 1-37, drawn to a monitoring of a configuration of components, 
classified in class 710, subclass 18. 

III. Claims 49-55, drawn to a computer readable medium using tags, 
classified in class 707, subclass 100. 

2. Inventions I, II and III are directed to related products and processes. The related 
inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially 
different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the 
instant case, invention I is meant to model whereas invention II is meant to monitor, 
which means operation is mutually exclusive. Invention III is a tag product, which is 
mutually exclusive from both modeling and monitoring. Thus invention I is not an 
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obvious variant of invention II or III and invention II is not an obvious variant of invention 
III. These three inventions can have different modes of operation as the three 
inventions do not necessarily have to be used together. A method can just model a 
system or it can just monitor/control a system. The tag data structure is not the same 
as a system or a method embodied in invention I or II. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
